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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent hi the United States. 

2. Claims 22, 27, 3 1 and 68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,345,368 to Bergsten. 

As concerns claims 22, 27, 31 and 68, receiving incoming data and transmitting the data 
for storage (fig. 30), writing a portion of the data in at least two data storage units (abstract- 
multiple copies in storage arrays); creating data storage information keys (col. 6, lines 34-45- 
address) corresponding to each of the at least two data storage units and comprising offset 
information corresponding to the location (col. 5, line 6) of the data portion in the at least two 
data storage units; storing the data storage information keys in a key manager (storage 
controllers); and retrieving the data portion from one or more of the at least two data storage 
units,_wherein retrieving the data portion further comprises locating the data portion in one or 
more of the at least two data storage units using at least one of the data storage information keys, 
and retrieving the located data portion (col. 6, lines 34-45). 

As concerns claims 22, 27 and 31, transmitting an acknowledgement (figure 30). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9, 10, 14, 56-58 and 66-67 are allowed. 
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4. The indicated allowability of claims 22, 27, 31 and 68 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Bergsten. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) are found 
above.
